M. Venizelos has become the man 
of the hour in Greece. 
His prestige 
ranks with, If it does not overshadow, 
that of King Constantine. 
The formal declaration of war by 
Greece would make her the fifteenth 
nation to enter the world conflict, 
and the eleventh to take the 
field 
against the Germanic allies. 
In some quarters the belief pre­ 
vails that the Greek government has 
been impressed no less by tne grow­ 
ing pro-ally feeling in Greece than
